(b) at least one surfactant selected from the group consisting of anionic, noBroni 
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^aim^Jet^ are active in the case. 
The specification at page 1 6 and the claims at Claim 7 have been amended to delete the term 
"cationic" therefrom. This deletion is, in fact, believed clear from the context of the hair treating 
composition embodiment described, where the use of the term is redundant. Accordingly, the 
amendment does not introduce new matter into the case, and entry of the same into the record is 
respectfully requested. 

Accordingly, the application is believed to be in proper condition for consideration on its 

merits.
